But if all you have ia recollections , and 
you try to go over thee* searching for Information, it ia all bat 
usa&ess , for you wiii find tout current theories to which you ®sy 
have an affinity, and past gecollec tione /get all aired up in one 
big Jumble, Also, there is the very real probl&m that you don’ t 
do half the historical service you might, if you commit your reeolloctloa 
to paper under date at soar reasonable t!sae after the interview.
